tbe court house and the subsequent 
demand of Attorney T. C. Buatty 
for an investigation has caused con- 
siderable talk about town.

Responding to a question of the 


reporter, Mr. Funk said, "Oh, well, 
I am not in the habit of resorting 
to the newspapers to express my 
judgment in regard to a matter of 
that character, but as you have 
asked me about it. I conceive, it to 
be a mere pyrotecbnical display, a 
vain _eflort on tbe part of Mr. Beatty 
to gain a little cheap notoriety.'' 


"I will give you a parable in this 


connection,'1 continued Mr. Funk, 
"that I think tbe people may well 
understand. 
Some years ago a man 


received a boy from the clay banks. 
When be was hungry he fed him. 
When be was cold he warmed him, 
and after awhile, under such treat- 
ment he grew strong, sleek and fat. 
After be felt that he was strong and 
secure he began to build a house on 
the head of bis benefactor. 
But 


when the house neared completion 
it fell down on him and killed h i m , 
and over his grave a monument was 
erected. 
Upon the 
face of ,that 


monument was 
inscribed 
in bold 


letters one word—••Ingratitude.'' 


In this connection it might be 


stated that there were two ' changes 
made in the records, accordingly a 
reliable authority. It 
is claimed 


that the dale of the Scott girl's 
birth was changed first from 18S2 to 
18S1, 
and later the one was changed 


back to two. 
It 
is claimed that 


the records show beyond a doubt 
that this was done. It is certain 
that the must rigid 
invesi iuation 


should be made, not only 
for the 


sake of the attorneys involved, but 
for the otllciuls at the court house.
